| Examination on the 
Charge of Forgery. 


DENIES ALL GUILTY KNOWLEDGE. 


Peculiar Financial Transactions 
Developed—Suspicious Notes 
Taken Up- Lockwood Again 
Changes His Mind. 


The examination of J. S. Chadwick, 
Who was charged with forgery in con- 
néction with the Damron notes, took 
Place yesterday before Justice Austin. 
Chadwick, it will be remembered, gave 
Damron the cash on the E. T. Wright 
note for $110 and Was charged jointly 
with W. C. Lockwood and Damron in 
the matter. The discharge of Lock- 
wood and the disappearance of Dam- 
ron left Chadwick alone in the fight. 
At 10 o’clock he was present in court 
with his attorney, C. C. Stephens, Esq., 
and Mr. Hardesty, from the District 
Attorney’s office, had J. W. Mitchell, 
Esq., by his side to ussist in the prose- 
cution. Both sides announced them- 
selves ready and the examination be- 

. The first witness was W. 8. 
Bosbyshell, who gave his evidence as 
follows: 

MR. BOSBYSHELL’S EVIDENCE. 

W. S. Bosbyhell, sworn: Iam vice- 
président of the Southern California 
National Bank. I am acquainted with 
J. S. Chadwick.

Mr. Hardesty withdrew the question 
and asked: Since the commencement 
of the prosecution has the defendant 
taken up a note atthe bank with the 
names of Dr. Lindley and J. M. Dam- 
ron on it? 

es, a note of that character has 
been taken up by Mr. Chadwick.“ 

Mr. Hardesty: We ask you to pro- 
duce the note. 

Mr. Stephens: We don’t even an- 
swer you. 

“What was the amount?“ 

“For one hundred or one hundred 
and eighty dollars. 
other note with Dr. Lindley’s name. 
The defendant has taken up anotber 
note. It was for one hundred or one 
hundred and eighty dollars, and bore 
the names either of Dr. Lindley or 
Hervey Lindley and also of Mr. Dun- 
lap. The note was taken up on tbe 
day I first heard of the matter. I 
would like to explain further. 

The bank did not own those notes. 
The bank loaned Mr. Chadwick the 
money and took those notes as collat- 
eral security.

„I had a conversation with him 
when he took the note up. I went to 
the table where Mr. Chadwick was 
paying the money. 1 said it was an 
unusual thing to take up a note before 
maturity, and if it had fallen into my 
hands instead of the cashier, I would 
not have allowed it. He said there 
was something wrong with the collat- 
eral notes—that he had been imposed 
upon.

His name 
was signed in purple ink. I took the 
note to the bank, and they noticed the 
name being cut off, saying I had better 
get another note. I then took the note 
away and filled up another. I found 
Damron and told him to have the note 
signed, not telling him about the objec- 
tions of the bank. I gave him the note, 
and in about an hour was in bis office. 
I found the note on his desk signed. In 
the mean time he told me the Judge 
owed him some money, and he was get- 
ting the loan so that he might get some 
of it, L asked Damron how he wanted 
the checks drawn. He said $75 for 
Judge Lockwood, and I drew another 
check for a small amount, some $17, 
the balance after deducting interest 
and discount. I took the note to the 
bank Tuesday morning and they dis- 
counted it. 

Wednesday morning Damron came 
up in th/ oftice and suid whoever dis- 
counted that ncte had put it in the 
bank, and that Lockwood did not 
want it putin the bank. 1 told him 1 
did not see why that sbould be. In 
about half an hour one of Mr. Bosby- 
shell’s cashiers told me he wanted 
see me, and I went down. On the way 
J was told the Chief of Police wished 
to see me, and I went there. Then I 
went back, and on the way I saw Mr.

The defendant then at considerable 
length detailed what took place at the 
District Attorney’s office, where he was 
questioned closely, and where Mr. 
Wright expressed a desire not to prose- 
cute. 

Mr. Hardesty objected to this ho 
said, and gave the conversation about 
as reported in the examivation of Jus- 
tice Lookwood. 

At this point the court took a recess 
until 3 o’clock. 


Afternoon Session. 

At that hour the cross-examination 
of the defendant was begun by Mr. 
Hardesty, and it must be said that the 
witness bore himself very weil under 
the searching questions of the District 
Attorney, although he was greatly as- 
sisted by Mr. Stephens, who interposed 
objections frequently to some of the 
questions put. 

“On Thursday,“ said the defendant, 
J was walking along Spring street, 
near the bank, and Mr. Howes called 
to me, and said there was something 
wrong about these notes. He said he 
was not satisfied about it, and that I 
could pay my note and take them up. 
I scraped uround, secured the money 
and got there afew minutes after the 
bank closed. My note was not a forg- 
ery. In the meantime, Mr. Damron 
had intimated to me that one of the 
notes was a forgery and whatever I 


did to protect that note. That if they 
were taken out it would be all right. 


and Chadwick had 1 


I got the two notes from J. M. Dam- 
ron. came to me and wanted to 
porter money and gave me the notes. 

paid him the cash for them. 1 do not 
know Hervey Lindley’s or Dr. . 29 
Lindley’s 8 1 I had no 
picion that they were forgeries. 

“I will state that Mr. Damron was 
not only my attorney, but was some- 
thing more, or professed to be—my 
friend—and I had no suspicion that he 
would do anything like that. I cashed 
the notes in good faith, and nothing 
‘more. 

“I have been making my office in 
Damron’s office since June ist. Mr. 
Damron was my attorney in cases for 
three years past. I was familiar with 
Mr. Damron’s handwriting. 

“Mr. Damron said Justice Lockwood 
would give me E. T. Wright’s name 
on the note. Mr. 1 did not 
tell me right out that Mr. Wright was 
good. If he had done so, I would not 
have gone to the Clerk’s office.” 

The defendant was questioned at 
some length about Getchell, the mys- 
terious personage whose attorney in 
fact he purports to be. He said, in re- 
gard to him, that Getchell is his cousin 
and lives in Sacramento. That they 
were in business in Los Angeles two 
yoars ago, and that he now manages 
his business here for him. 

‘He was asked why he did not, when 
he found out that the notes were for- 
geries, have Damron arrested. He 
said Damron was already arres 
then. He followed this up by saying 
that he would not have pushed any 
prosecution on the notes; that Dam- 
ron was his friend, and if it had been 
only a question of losing a little money 
he would not have done it. 

During this part of the examination 
the defendant lost his self-control for 
a little time and shook like a leaf. 

Mr. Hardesty returned to the attack 
and asked Chadwick when he returned 
the two Lindley notes to Mr. Damron. 
He created quite a sensation by sayin 
that he never did return the notes, 
has them now in his possession. 

JUSTICE LOCKWOOD 

was called to the stand, and was again 
interrogated about his signatures on 
the note and checks. He said that he 
still could only say that Mr. Damron 
brought something for him to sign 
while he was trying a case, and after- 
ward told him it was the note. He 
said that he could now state definitely 
about the check; that he never did 
sign it; that after his examination Mr. 
Damron told him that he had signed 
his name to it. 

The check was put in evidence and 
it was stipulated that Mr. Horton 
would testify as before that Mr. Dam- 
ron gave him the check; that he cashed 
it, paid $51 on a note in the Loan Com- 
pany’s possession in the Phillips block.

Resolved, that from and after this date it 
shall be the standing rule of this Board of 
Police Commissioners that the selling or 
delivering of intoxicating liquors to any 
minor by a liquor dealer, or any one in his 
employ, shall be deemed sufficient eause 
for revoking his license, and, on proof ot 
same, the license of any dealer so violating 
shall be revoked at once, 

Mayor Hazard at once said that he 
Was opposed to the resolution from the 
fact that the preamble was not in ac- 
cord with the record, and from the 
further reason that it contained a re- 
flection on a majority of the board. 

There was some general, informal 
talk among the members, when Com- 
missioner Collins moved as a substitute 
for the Dexter resolution that a no- 
tice be stamped on all liquor licenses 
that liquor must not be sold to minors 
under the age of 16 years, on orders or 
otherwise, and that any violation of 
this rule would be cause for the revo- 
cation of the said license; further, that 
the Chief of Polic be authorized te pro- 


Collector requested to stamp all liquor 
licenses as they were . 

The substitue seemed to give gen- 
eral satisfaction, and, on a vote be- 
ing taken, it was adopted by a vote of 
four to one, Mr. Dexter alone voting 
against it.

AFTER all, the Chinese caught 
attempting to cross the Mexican border 
into Arizona will have to go back to 
China.

THE President yesterday sent to the 
House of Representatives, in answer 
to the resolution introduced by Repre- 
sentative Hitt, the official correspond- 
ence between this Government and 
Great Britain touching the seal fisher- 
ies of Bering Sea. The correspondence 
is a very lengthy one. In the latest 
‘letter Secretary Blaine speaks of the 
value of the seal fisheries which were 
controlled by Russia without interfer- 
ence or question until the cession of 
Alaska to the United States in 1865. 
This undisturbed possession continued 
to the United States until 1886, passing 
whaling vessels abstaining from seal 
capture. He says that this uniform 
avoidance of all attempts to take fur 
seal in those waters had been a con- 
stant recognition of the right held and 
exercised first by Russia, and subse- 
quently by this Government. It had 
also been recognized as a fact, now 
held beyond denial or doubt, that the 
taking of seals in the open sea rapidly 
leads to extinction. The correspond- 
ence is still in progress. ‘

THE CONFLICT BEFORE US.. 


Tho recent convention of the Demo- 

cratic party of Los Angeles county 
was, it cannot be denied, of great sig- 
nificance in its political action. It was 
significant because of its utterances 
and the Senatorial campaign marked 
out. It declared war upon a Republi- 
can Senator of the United States— 
upon the man and upon his methods— 
upon his acts of omission and commis- 
sion. It denounted Senator Stanford 
by name, declared for the election of 
United States Senators by direct vote 
of the people, and brought forward 
Stephen M. White as the champion of 
this unquestionably popular idea and 
as the Democratic tribune of the peo- 
ple, who is to be sent abroad through- 
out the State, charged with the duty 
of procidiming from a thousand 
stumps this new and popular doctrine, 
and of holding upto the public gaze 
the shortcomings of California’s Re- 
publican Senator. 
There is no question but the Demo- 
crats have struck a popular chord. Itis 
useless to deny the fact, and it is poli- 
ties“ for the Republicans to recognize 
the situation and prepare to meet the 
attack of the opposition. When the foe 
seek to strike us in a vulnerable place 
it is the part of common sense to parry 
the blow and shield the part assailed. 
It is only stupid tacticians who delib- 
erately leave their fences down and 
their lines exposed. 

What is the situation? What is the 
attitude of the Republicans touching 
the Senatorial question? They have a 
Legislature to elect which, among 
other things, will be invested with the

There is a variance of opinion in the 
party as to the course to be pursued 
in the case of Mr. Stanford. Many of 
his personal adherents, with a zeal 
which we cannot but deplore as un- 
wise, insist that Mr. Stanford shall be 
reindorsed for election as Sen- 
ator, without regard to consequences, 
that no one else shall be thought of; 
that of all the able Republicans of the 
State who aspire to that high position, 
he alone shall be considered; that the 
canvass for members of the Legisla- 
ture shall be made solely upon a Stan- 
fori basis; that we shall show our 
hands and proclaim our purpose to the 
enemy in advance; that, in short, the 
great Republican party shall henceforth 
write itself down, not as the Republi- 
can party, not as that independent, 
overmastering party of its earlier and 
manlier days, but as a Stanford party, 
devoted to his person and existing for 
his sake. Some of these obsequious 
personal adherents and journalistic 
toadies, going to astonishing extremes, 
have even asserted, with amazing 
servility, that the honor conferred by a 
Senatorial election would be, not 
upon Mr. Stanford, but upon the 
Republican party! that, in short, 
the party should be glad of the oppor- 


tunity to approach Mr. Stanford, hat 


in band, and, bowing low, should say 
to him: “What will you have, Sena- 
tor, what service can we render you? 
Do us the favor to accept this crown.“ 

We demor to this unhealthy senti- 
ment, and object to this incongruous 
and unnatural state of things; and we 
believe that thousands of Republicans 
in this State agree with us. Without 
assailing Senator Stanford: without 
denying to him any of his rightful 
dues; without seeking to rob him of 


by him, but frankly admitting the 
great place he has occupied and the 
large part he has continuously played 
in the commonwealth for long years 
past, we nevertheless cannot indorse 
the expediency or subscribe to the pol- 
icy which would make of Senator Stan- 
ford a hero, a demigod, or an auto- 
crat. 

We do not, in short, believe in the 
policy which would make him the only 
Republican in all this great State of 
great men upon whom the Senatorial 
toga can or ought to be conferred. We 
believe such line of policy to be unnec- 
essary, unwise and politically hurtful 
in the last degree. We do not propose 
to have it proclaimed, with any consent 
of ours, from a thousand rostrums in 
the State, that the Republican party is 
reduced to the condition of a Stanford 
party pure and simple; that it is lashed 
to the wheels of the Stanford chariot 
with no hope of release. 

We make this declaration for the 
sake both of right and expediency; and 
the warmest friend of the Senator can- 
not show that the course proposed for 
the alleged furthering of his interests 
is the best course, even for him. lf, 
as his over-zealous friends are fond of 
asserting, he is sure of a reélection— 
that nothing can prevent his return to 
the Senate—then he is safe without re- 
sort to the doubtful expedient of cast- 
iron instructions at the polls, and it is 
the partof good sense, fair dealing 
and broad statesmanship to dispense 
with tests in the legislative contest 
and leave the question of how to vote 
on the Senatorship with the State Sen- 
ators and Assemblymen themselves. 
In this way will the canvass be 
broadened and _ strengthened and 
the interest of all the rival 
aspirants for the great prize be aroused 
and centered in the electoral canvass. 
More than that, the “anti-Stanford 
sentiment—a sentiment that exists 
beyond question— will not be antago- 
nized and aroused, and the resulting 
disgust and apathy will beaverted.

A COMMISSION PROPOSED. 

On April 30th, Pauncefote wrote to 
Blaine, in answer to his invitation for 
a counter proposal for a settlement, 
that as the sole object of the negotia- 
tions was the preservation of the fur- 
seal species, regardless of advantage 
to any particular nation or private in- 
terest, it would be strange if there 
shouid be a failure to devise means of 
solving the difficulties which had 
arisen. In view of the divergence of 
views held, no solution would satisfy 
3 opinion in Canada or Great 

ritain without full inquiry by a mixed 
commission of experts. Meanwhile, 
he was prepared to recommend to his 
government certain provisional and 
precautionary measures to remove the 
apprehension of u depletion of the fur- 
seal species, pending the report of the 
commission. He then cites authorities 
to show that the vast number of seals 
is on the increase. The Minister says: 

But in order to quiet all apprehension on 
that score, I would propose the following 
provisional regulations: 

First—That pelagic sealing should be pro- 
hibited in Bering Sea, the Sea of Okhotsk 
and adjoining waters duri..g the months of 
May, June, October, November and Decem- 
ber, which may be termed “the migration 
periods” of the fur seal. 

Second—That all sealing vessels be pro- 
hibited from approaching the breeding 
islands withing a radius of ten miles. 

The Minister then embodies the draft 
of an agreement for a mixed commis- 
sion to cover these and other points 
and to report. 

SALISBURY’S POSITION. 

The Marquis ot Salisbury, under date 
of May 22d, in a letter to the British 
Minister, after saying that negotiations 
between Blaine and the Minister afford 
strong reason to hope that the question 
is in a fair way toward a satisfactory 
adjustment, undertakes to reply to 
Biaine’s argument.

“open sea, under whatever circumstances, 
has never hitherto been considered piracy 
by a civilized state; nur evenif the United 
States had gone so far as to make the kiil- 
ing of fur seals piracy by their municipal 
laws would this have justified them in pun- 
ishing offenses, against such laws, com- 
mitted by any persuns other than their own 
citizens outside the territorial jurisdiction 
of the United States. In case the slave 
trade, a practice which the civilized world 
agreed to look upon with abhorrence, the 
right of arresting vessels of another country 
was exercised only by special international 
agreement, and no one government has been 
allowed that general control of morals in 
this respect which Mr. Blaine ciaims in 
behalf of the United States in re- 
ard to seal hunting.

Respecting Blaine's statement of the 
exclusive monopoly enjoyed by Russia, 
the Marquis quotes from Quincy 
Adams’s letter to the United States 
Minister in Russia (which nation in 
1821 prohibited all foreign vessels from 
approaching within one hundred miles 
from the coast of Bering Straits to the 
fifty-first degree of north latitude) to 
the effect that the United States could 
admit no part of these claims. He 
also cites the case of the United States 
brig Lariat to show that the right of 
fishing thus asserted included the right 
of killing fur-bearing animals. The 
brig was forced by an armed Russian 
naval vessel to leave the waters. He 
also argues from a speech of Sumner, 
when introducing the question of the 
purchase of Alaska to Congress, that,it 
is equally clear the United States Gov- 
ernment did not regard themselves as 
purchasing a monopoly. Having dealt 
with fur-bearing animals, he goes on 
to treat ot fisheries, and after alluding 
to the presence of different species of 
whales in the vicinity of the Aleutian 
Islands, says: 

„No sea is now a mare clausum. All 
of these may be pursued by ships under 
any flag except directly on the coast or 
within the territorial limit.” 

The Marquis also says that Blaine 
must be misinformed respecting the 
uninterrupted possession of the United 
States drom 1867 to 1886, and submits 
extracts from reports of United States 
officers to show that during that time 
British vessels engaged at intervals in 
the fur-seal fisheries with the cogni- 
zance of the United States Government. 
He further states that whalers have 
not heretofore engaged in sealing 
because of lack of time, and he nds it 
unnecessary to deal with the question 
of the extinction of seals through 
pelagic sealing, as it is proposed to 
examine the subject by a commission 
appointed by the two governments, He 
admits that if all such sealing were 
stopped the seals would multiply at an 
even more extraordinary rate than at 
present, but he cannot admit that this 
is a sufficient ground to justify the 
United States in forcibly depriving 
other nations of any share in this 
industry in waters which by the recog- 
nized law of nations are now free to all 
the world. 

BOTH SIDES FIRM. 

The next letter in the series is from 
the British Minister to Blaine, dated 
May 23d. The Minister says that as 
the Secretary has confirmed the news- 
paper statements that revenue cutters 
have been ordered to Bering Sea to 
seize foreign sealers, he is instructed 
to say that a formal protest against 
such interference with British vessels 
will be forwarded without delay. 

Blaine’s response three days later is 
even more brief, being a simple ac- 
knowledgment of the receipt of the 
letter. Later, however, on the 29th, he 
arge Sir Julian that in turn he is m- 
structed by the President to protest 
against the course of the British gov- 
ernment in authorizing, encouraging 
and protecting vessels which are not 
only interfering with American rights 
in Bering Sea, but which are doing 
violence as well to the rights of the 
civilized world. 

The President, he says, is surprised 
that such a protest should be author- 
ized by Lord Salisbury, especially be- 
cause the views and declarations of his 
lordship would seem to render it im- 
possible. The Secretary then rapidly 
sketches the history of the negotia- 
tions under the previous administra- 
tion, and says: 

You will observe that from November, 
1887, to the 13th of Avril, 1888, Lord Salis- 
bury had in every form of speech assented 
to the necessity of a close season for the 
protection of the seals. These assurances 
were given to the American Minister in 
charge, to the Kussian Ambassador on 
more than one occasion, and to the two 
together. The United States had no reason, 
therefore, to doubt that the whole dispute

The Secretary said further: 


Neither by the treaty with Russia in 1825 
nor by its renewal in 1843 nor by its second 
renewal in 1859 did Great Britain gain any 
right to take seals in Bering Sea.

Upon 
what grounds did Her Majesty’s govern- 
ment defend in the year 1586 a course of 
cenduct in Bering Sea which had been care- 
fully avoided ever since the discovery of 
that sea? By what reasoning did Her 
Majesty’s government conclude that an act 
may be committed with impunity against 
rights or the United States which had never 
been attempted against the same rights 
when held by the Russian empire?

‘The inter- 
position of the wishes of a British province 
against the conclusion of a convention be- 
tween the two nations which, according to 
Mr. Pheips, “had been virtually agreed 
upon except as to details,“ was, in the 
President's belief, a grave injustice to the 
Government of the United States.

REDONDO, July 23.—[Corresdondence 
of Tue Tiuxs.] The Sante Fé depot 
is nearly completed and also the great 
pavilion for the free use of excursion- 
ists who may desire to spend a day on 
the beach and carry their own lunches.

FATHER CULLEN DIES SUDDENLY 


A Beloved Priest Goes to His Rest— 
Library _ News — Disgruntied 
Democrats—Hot Weather 
Notes, 


Father A. J. Cullen, the beloved 
priest of the Catholic parish of this 
city, died suddenly shortly after 6 
o’clock yesterday morning at his home 
on Pasadena avenue. His deatb, 
which was entirely unexpected, re- 
sulted from neuralgia of the heart. 
The deceased had retired Tuesday 
night apparently in good health. His 
sister found him yesterday morning in 
his bedroom suffering intense pain. A 
physician was immediately summoned, 
and shortly after his arrival the pastor 
passed away. Death, it is thought, 
was hastened by an excessive amount 
of ice water, which Father Cullen 
drank the day prior to his death. 

Father Cullen came to Pasadena 
about two years ago from Sau Fran- 
cisco, where he had charge of St. Jos- 
eph’s parish. Since assuming charge 
of the local parish, it has been blessed 
by vigorous growth, due in large meas- 
ure to the efficient, untiring work of 
its pastor. ‘The deceased had the 
respect of all who knew him. His gen- 
erosity was proverbial. He never failed 
to respond to any worthy charitable 
object, and the poor and suffering 
always found in him a friend. His 
death will be keenly felt, not only in 
the parish, but throughout the town. . 

The arrangements for the funeral 
had not been completed yesterday 
afternoon. The deceased was in the 
forty-third year of his age.
